| strictly construed by our Supreme Court. If I am elected to office, in order} 
‘to qualify, I shall take my oath to support.the constitution of the United) 
States and of the State of Wisconsin, both th epirit and tn letter, and shall | 
permit no civil or religious organization to sway from the patriotic purpose | 

of supporting these provisions of state and national Constitution. 

I would like also to direct your attention to Section 19 of our State Con- 
stitution, whith provides: “No religious test shall be required as a qualifica- 
tion for any office of public trust under the state.” I believe the man who 
does not respect these provisions either in private or public life ie in flat 
rebellion to the Constitution of State and Nation. With respect to the ques- 
tion on your second sheet addressed to me as a candidate seeking a position 
in the legislative body of the state, | assume that whatever my position may 
be with respect to some of these questions, unless I agree with your organiza- 
tion as to all of them, you will consider me in the language of your letter 
“as dangerous.” 
| You ask me if I will, in advance, make a written obligation or contract, 

the consideration of which is the support of your organization to pledge 
myself to the enactment of certain laws which you demand. To be a party 
fo such a deal in my judgment is a violation of the spirit if not the direct 
letter of our corrupt practice law. 

You state that you demand of me a pledge that [ will introduce in the 
legislature “A law providing that ali teachers employed in the public schools 
of this state shall have received their training in the public schools and be 
a graduate of the public institutions of this or some other estate.” In other 
words, if parents send their children to the best private schools in this 
country, furnish them the best equipment as teachers, you favor a law which 
would prohibit those young men and women, that may be of the best qualif- 
cation and the best character, from engaging In the work of teaching in the 
public echools. 

Under your proposition, any chiid that received its education in a Luth- 
eran or Catholic parochial echool up to the eighth grade and afterward at- 
tended the public schools, would forever be prohibited from becoming a 
teacher in the public schools. I can state to you emphaticaily that I would 
be opposed to such law as ipterfering with the natural rights of American 
citisens and destructive of the fundamental principles of personal liberty.

THE PRACTICAL POPE 


One day last summer while the Cardinal Secretary of State 
was gathering up his papers and documents for his regular morn- 
ing audience with Pope Pius X, he saw on the table before him 
some photographs of the Motor Chapel, just completed by The 
Catholic Church Extension Society in America, Accompanying 
the photographs was a description of the car. Thinking that the 
Pope might be interested in looking at the photographs, His 
Eminence incladed them, with the description, in the papers to be 
shown the Holy Father. When business had been transacted, the 
Pope picked up the photographs and looked them over very care- 
fully and with great interest. He could not read the description, 
which was in English, but had the Cardinal translate it for him. 
He followed the description with his finger on the photographs as 
the Cardinal read. When it was finished, the Pope looked for a 
long time at the pictures, and then tapping them with his finger, 
said: “Here is a practical thing. We might even begin to think 
of this American idea for the Campagna.” In explanation of the 
Pope’s thought, I might say that the Campagna is a flat stretch of 
territory around Rome used principally for grazing, upon which 
people formerly could not live at night because of the miasma; 
but which now hase been made habitable, chiefly through the 
efforts of the Trappist Fathers. There were no churches on tho 
Campagna, so priests now have to celebrate Mass and administer 
the Sacraments in true missionary style. Often Maes is celebrated 
under very distressing circumstances. The Pope had always in 
front of him, within view from his window, a field where the 
practical Ameriean idea was worth consideration. 

The story was related to me by Cardinal Merry dei Val him- 
self. Smilingly, the Cardinal said that he told me of it to make 
me understand how thorough!y interested the Pope was, in the 
really practical work being done for religion by the Church in the 
United States of America. it had the effect, of course, that the 
Cardinal desired: but, now that the Holy Father is dead, I tell the 
story here to throw a side Mght upon his beautiful character. We 
have called him a Saint. We knew him to be a*real ~urning fire’ 
of zeal. But this practical side to his character, -e had only 
guessed, because he had been a parish priest and therefore, knew 
its value. As Pope, with the great things to think of, he never 
forgot the little things. Is not that a real tribute to the memory 
of Pius X?

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THE SUPERNATURAL SPIRIT.

Before we proceed any further, in speaking of Sodality 
activities, let us pause a moment to call attention to one of the 
most important characteristics of Sodality action. There is danger 
nowadays, and great danger even for Catholics, of engaging in ail 
sorts of activities without stopping to consider with what spirit 
and intention they are performing the work they are about 

This is an age of tremendous activity. Everyone around us 
is busily employed in some work or other, but unfortunately many 
men and women are bent only upon making much of the present 
hour, and have no thought whatever of serving God or of prepar- 
ing for thelr eternal destiny. 

Activity is abroad, but seo is the spirit of naturalism and 
worldliness which prompts people to speak and act only fer the 
present life and to care little about the life to come. 8o, for ex- 
ample, there {s a great deal of talk nowadays about charity, but 
unhappily the charity they epeak of is not the charity of Christ. 
It is a wort of humanitarianiam, which conelete in administering to 
the bodies and the minds of men and thinking nothing of their 
souls. Its motive is a mere human Kindness, a desire to relieve 
pain, a wish to allay the sufferings of the body and the mind, a 
sort of natural kindheartednmess. There is no spark of love for 
Christ in the hearts of many of these humanitarians, yet this 
should be the chief motive in the actions of all Christians. It is 
indeed the ghost of Christian charity, a sort of unsubstantial 
imitation of the kindheartedness which springs from the earnest 
and tender love of God.
